the Giant Dwarf may be planted 2 ’ 
by 3V2 feet apart, nearly 5,000 plant 
to the acre, and has frequently yield­ 
ed 600 bushels. 
Even if this were to be overlooked 
entirely, the fact that the dwarf to­ 
mato plant does not have to be tied 
or staked up, makes it much better 
for both the small garden and the 
market garden. 
The fruit is naturally 
kept off the ground and ripens with­ 
out rotting in the attempt. 
Handle 
them just as you have handled tho 
large varieties and plant them closer 
together and forget about the stakes. 
An excellent forcing plan is to sink a

alteration of the 
I* ruler wood bill as it passed the house 
was determined upon yesterday by 
the subcommittee, composed of Sen­ 
ators Williams, Shively and Gore. It 
v as decided, in carrying out the de­ 
termination to perfect the I nderwood 
lull by equalizing raw materials and 
their products, that it would bo wiser 
ti* levy nominal duties on meats and 
flour products than to put live stock 
and grain on the free list. 
In accordance with 
this decision 
the subcommittee 
in 
revising 
the 
schedule took from the free list in 
the house bill free meats—beef, mut­ 
ton and pork—and made them duti­ 
able at IO per cent ad valorem. 
Wheat flour was restored to the 
dutiable list at the specific rate of 
43 cents a barrel, with other wheat 
products at IO per cent ad valorem, 
and the I* n der wood duty on oats was 
reduced from IO cents per bushel to 
6 cents per bushel, with a compen­ 
satory duty on oatmeal said to be 
approximately 5 per 
cent 
ad 
va­ 
lorem. 
This rate on oatmeal was not de 
finitely determined, but it is assured 
’hat the recommendation will be to 
take oatmeal from the free list. 
Cat­ 
tle, sheep and hogs will stand as they 
• re in the proposed bill, dutiable at 
IO per cent ad valorem, and the Un­ 
derwood duty of 10 cents a bushel 
in wheat will stand.

Weeds are spread by 
means 
of 
seeds, by vegetable reproduction, or 
by both seeds and vegetative repro­ 
duction. 
Most weeds 
multiply 
by 
means of roots, stems, or both. 
In 
quack grass, one means of multiplica­ 
tion is by stems 
commonly 
called 
“roots,” which are divided 
into 
a 
series of joints at which new shoots 
are produced, 
in another type, like 
th9 Canada thistle, 
morning 
glory, 
and horsenettle, a small part of the 
underground portion is stem, the rest 
being true root. 
On these roots buds 
are produced which send 
up 
new 
shoots each year. 
Some plants, like wild onion, pro­ 
duce bulblots. 
In others, as crab­ 
grass, the stem above 
ground 
may 
strike root at the nodes, or 
roots 
may me produced at the points as in 
purslane.

The root systems of 
weeds 
vary 
greatly. 
The term root as ordinarily 
used by the farmer, may mean a root 
stock, as in the case of quack grass. 
A great many weeds, especially peren­ 
nials, have not only perennial roots 
but root stocks also. 
A root stock 
is simply a stem growing beneath the 
surface of the ground. 
Many weeds have strong tap roots, 
this being especially true of weeds 
like mullein, hemp, cockle-burr, wild- 
carrot and lamb’s quarter, or quack 
grass, wood sage, and 
peppermint, 
produce 
numerous

stocks that are found close to the sur­ 
face of the ground, 75 per cent, of the 
rootstocks being found within four 
inches of the surface. From the nodes 
there arise numerous small

roots. 
The roots of many perennial plants,

Any wound more than an 
inch in diameter should be covered 
with an ordinary lead paint to pro­ 
tect the exposed surface until the 
new growth can callous over it.

tain the b^st results it is essential 
that tho animals purchased for the 
dairy should be of the strict dairy 
Tyoo, and be made a permanent part 
of the farm live stock. 
Those who 
purchase cows with the intention of 
milking them but a short time and 
then selling then off when the price 
of butter-fat drops cr when tfce ani­ 
mal goos dry naturally look more for 
beef producers rather than mdk pro­ 
ducers. 
It is impossible to build up 
a good dairy herd by this method. 
Dual-purpose animals may be used 
in some localities to good advantage, 
hut to get the best results one of the 
special dairy breeds should be used. 
This does not mean that only thor­ 
oughbred animals should be used, out 
animals that are bred for milk pro­ 
duction. 
A good dairy cow should 
produce enough butter fat in her best 
days that the value o' he beef may 
be of secondary importance, if not 
entirely ignored. 
A person purchasing an implement 
considers first hoxv much service he 
can got out of it and not its value 
as scrap iron xx!-* ? v.orn out.
